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MINUTES OF MARCH 13, 2008
COMMISSION MEETING

OPEN SESSION

1. Call to Order and Pledge of Allegiance.

Chairman Shelton called the meeting to order at 1:31 p.m., and asked everyone to stand
for the Pledge of Allegiance.

2. Roll Call of Commissioners.

Roll Call of Commissioners was taken with Chairman Shelton and Commissioners Schmidt,
Shimazu, and Vuksich present.

3. Approval of Commission Meeting Minutes for:
A. January 10, 2008

The Commission tabled its consideration of the January 10, 2008 minutes for further
review.

B. January 31, 2008

Upon motion of Chairman Shelton, seconded by Commissioner Shimazu and unanimously
carried in a vote by roll call with Chairman Shelton and Commissioners Schmidt, Shimazu,
and Vuksich voting yes, the Commission adopted the January 31, 2008 Commission
meeting minutes.

4. Application for Approval for State Gambling License — Request to Withdraw (Pursuant
to Business and Professions Code section 19851):
Wine Country Casino/Lodi Cardroom Inc.: Natalie Lewis

Deputy Director Ciau indicated that staff recommended that the Commission approve,
without prejudice, the request for withdrawal of the application for a state gambling license
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for Wine Country Casino, Item 4. Upon motion of Commissioner Vuksich, seconded by
Commissioner Shimazu and unanimously carried in a vote by roll call with Chairman
Shelton and Commissioners Schmidt, Shimazu, and Vuksich voting yes, the Commission
adopted the staff recommendation.

Deputy Director Ciau indicated that staff recommended that the Commission approve the
renewal license for Central Coast Casino, Item 5.A., for the period of November 1, 2007
through January 31, 2009. Upon motion of Commissioner Shimazu, seconded by
Commissioner Vuksich and unanimously carried in a vote by roll call with Chairman Shelton
and Commissioners Schmidt, Shimazu, and Vuksich voting yes, the Commission adopted
the staff recommendation.

B. Crystal Casino & Hotel: Celebrity Casino, Inc.: A California Corporation
